The Trail of The Golden Apple 


By Paul Clarence Stark 


For 20 years all the Starks had searched for a large late keeping yellow 
apple as good in quality and as satisfactory in tree as Stark Delicious. 

The first “clue” came to us one April day some years ago. Three won- 
derful yellow apples reached us from a West Virginia mountaineer- 
orchardist — who wrote that they were a new, heretofore unknown, 
variety. 

The second “clue” was discovered when my brother, now Major L. C. 
Stark, bit into one of the golden apples. The flavor amazed him. They 
looked like Grimes Golden — but tasted like Stark Delicious! They were 
shaped more like Stark Delicious. And they were in perfect condition in 
A prill Grimes Golden would have been rotted and gone months before. 

Our e3?;perts were summoned. All were given a “taste.” The enthu- 
siastic commotion that resulted could have only one parallel in our oyer 
a century of history — that being the time when Stark Delicious, the King 
of All Red Applek, was discovered by C. M. Stark. 

One apple was sent to Col. Brackett, late U. S. Pomologist at Washing- 
ton, D. C. Fnends present at the time told us how the Colonel came 
hurrying into the office, a little slab of this wonderful yellow apple perched 
on his knife blade, exclaiming, “Taste this! Here’s an apple with an even 
better flavor than Grimes Golden.” He wrote us glowing praises. 

That fall the writer started on “The Trail of the Golden Apple.” 

A 1,000-mile railroad trip, plus a 20-mile horseback ride through VTest 
Virginia mountain wilds, brought me to the farm of Mr. A. H. Mullins, 
on whose place this golden apple tree had grown — no one knew how. 

Back of the house I saw an orchard. But — here came the dismal dis- 
appointment! Every tree I could see was nothing but wild seedlings — 
miserable runts. 

Dejected and sick at hehrt, I turned around to leave — when — I SAW 
IT! 

There, looming forth in the midst of the small, leafless, barren trees, 
was a tree with rich green foliage that looked as if it had been transported 
from the Garden of Eden.

I started for it on the run.

The “Trail of the 
Golden Apple” had reached a successful end. 

And, just as I had eaten my apple, core and all, I turned to see Mr. 
Mullins, with a “I-told-you-so” smile on his face, climbing the hill to 
welcome me.

Planting Plans 


Planting season is not regulated by date or by 
planters* location, but by condition of stock to 
Trees can be successfully transplanted as long as they are 
dormant. The Stark method of packing and shipping assures arrival 
in proper planting condition. We ship successfully to the south long 
after their spring has opened, and their trees in full leaf. 

The method of planting must be determined 
by the grower. We show sketches of the two 
main plans. The square plan is largely used, it is easy to lay out and is 
well adapted to the use of fillers. The triangular plan allows more trees 
to the acre and is explained by the diagram. In the middle row, the 
trees are opposite the spaces of the adjacent rows — no unused space as 
there is in the square plan. This plan also permits the successful use of 
fillers. ‘‘Fillers” are tem- 
porary trees, planted half 
way between the perma- 
nent trees and cut out at 
about 15 years of age — 
when the permanent trees 
need the room. 

To find the number of 
trees required to an acre 
(square plan), multiply the 
sides of the square or 
rectangle together and 
divide the product into 
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Laying Out the Orchard 


Square Plan — Circles Are “Permanents” 


43,560 (the number of square feet in an acre). To find the number of 
trees when planted by triangular plan, add 15% to the number required 
by the square plan. 

Rows should be straight and 
correctly spaced, not only on 
account of the appearance, but to make the orchard operations easier. 

In planting by the square plan, the ends and sides of the field are staked 
off at intervals equal to distance between trees. Then, deep furrows 
should be plowed from stakes on one end to corresponding stakes on the 
other end. Then, plow furrows across the field between corresponding 
stakes on the sides. Wherever the furrows intersect is the position for 
a tree. To assist the man with the plow, stakes should be set in line 
between the end stakes. By sighting along these stakes the line can be 
kept fairly straight. 

Another method is the wire method. Stakes are set on opposite ends 
of the field at intervals equal to distance between rows. Then, a wire is 
stretched across the field — marked by paint or by pieces of small wire 
wrapped and soldered to prevent slipping — these markers to be at inter- 
vals equal to the distances between trees. Set stakes at point indicated 

by the markers on wire. 

Preparing Land 

Best preparation is to plow 
under manure before plant- 
ing Plow deeply, then at 
planting time, a good 
thorough discing will prob- 
ably be sufficient. Prepare 
just as well as for a farm 
crop. Some only plow strips 
5 or 6 ft. wide, planting 
trees in strip.

dirt around the roots is important. After the roots are well covered, 
tramp and pound the soil in hard until the hole is three-fourths full, then, 
if dry, pour in several gallons of water. As soon as it soaks in, fill up the 
hole with loose dirt, but do not tramp after watering. Some growers 
place well-rotted manure around the base of the tree after planting. This 
acts as a mulch and also furnishes plant food for the tree. Do not place 
manure in direct contact with the trunk and never put it in the hole, 
because it will make air pockets and cause the roots to dry out.

starts. The one-year apple should be headed back to a height of 18 to 30 
inches. In pruning the two-year apple, select 4 to 6 branches and remove 
all others. Cut branches back from 6 to 12 inches. Pear should be pruned 
when planted about like apple. Peach trees when planted should be cut 
back to 18 to 24 inches high, and limbs cut back to stubs with one or two 
strong buds. The method of pruning Apricot and Plum is essentially 
the same as the Peach, but shotdd not be so severe. Cherry requires 
moderate pruning. Keep dead wood cut out. After the first year, prune 
only moderately. Authorities agree that many orchardists have pruned 
young apple trees too much in the past.
